Confidence vote to be taken 


Instructor initiates 
poll to measure 
faculty's opinion of 
administration

“My guess is that if a poll were taken 
today, there would be a rather heavy vote 
of no-confidence in our present leader” 
said John Hurley, RSC faculty member. 

In a letter dated Feb.25, Hurley asked 
that the faculty voice its opinion of the 
college’s current administration by par- 
ticipating in a poll that he had initiated. 

“Rather than playing the guessing game, 
I’ll ask you to speak out," said Hurley.“In 
as much as the RSC President has ignored 
us thus far I’m sure he’ll ignore this, too. 
But in case he is interested I'd like to show 
him the results.” 


According to Robert Jensen, RSC presi- 
dent, the faculty is simply unhappy with 
the way the current FARSCCD negotia- 
tions are progressing. He sites the negotia- 
tions as the cause ofthe unrest between the 
faculty and the administration. 

“Things like this happen during negotia- 
tions,” Jensen said. "There is a lot of 
tension on both sides; they are upset and 
frustrated over the (meditations)." 

Hurley, who said he would not be biased 
by the outcome of the poll , said his reason 
for conducting it was to let the faculty 
communicate its needs to the administra- 
tion more sufficiently. 

“There seems to be a lot of confusion 
among the staff and this may clear some of 
it up,” said Hurley. “I am indifferent to 
what the vote turns out, but I am interested 
in seeing what they have to say through 
their comments on the letters.” 

With contract renewals and elections 
for the board coming up, Jensen said he 
has full confidence in both the board and 


in his staff. 

“We have some of the finest people we 
could possibly get sitting on the board 
right now and I believe my 
administration’s record speaks for itself," 
Jensen said. "It seems that this is a hard 
time we are going through but I am con- 
fident that we will work through the 
negotiations.” 

Hurley said he would not be surprised if 
some political actions were taken against 
the administration in the future. 

Although responses to the poll are sull 
coming in, Hurley is expecting the results 
to be tabulated and evaluated by the end 
of this week. 

The poll was taken in response to “gen- 
eral mumbling and grumbling amongst 
the faculty,” said Hurley. Hurley com- 
mended the efforts of Howard Brubaker 
who had been a “committee of one” 
against the administration. 

“J shudder to think that one of our col- 
leagues is out there by himself, an invit- 


ing target for both the administration and 
the board,” Hurley said. "I cannot permit 
this and I am certain that (others) will not.” 
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College set 
guidelines in 
choosing 
500,000th 
student

In a press conference held Aug.24, 1987, 
Sherry Ann Southard was named RSC’s 
500,000th student, although the selection 
was not a random process, according to 
Henry Kertman, RSC's public information 
officer. 

Normally student numbers are assigned 
as students apply, according to Alice 
Kuykendall, senioradmissions and records 
clerk. 

“The computer center prints up the labels 
for us, we then divide them into how much 
we think we will use that semester, then it 
is first come first served,” said 
Kuykendall.”"However the students come 
in is how they get their numbers." 

According to Kertman, the selection of 
the 500,000th student was the duty of the 
RSC registrar’s office, who was given a set 
of guidelines to follow in the selection of 
the student. 

“On the day of the VIP registration with 


the number 500,000 still open,students 
were registering and we randomly selected 
a number of names and this was the only 
part of the process that was not sorandom,” 
said Kertman. 

Kertman said the registrar’s office nar- 
rowed down the field of candidates by 
separating the students who were not resi- 
dents of RSC’s district and then by the 
amount of classes they were attending at 
the college. 

“ Most of the students selected were from 
outside of the district and then there were 
some from the gray areas,”said Kertman. 
These are the ones that come from the 
other community college districts.” 

Kertman added that the office had se- 
lected a different student but the student 
was eliminated from the running for the 
appointment because they were from out- 
side the college’s district. 

Accusations, though, have surfaced the 
selection of Southard was also narrowed 
down by herrace and background, in order 
to make the presentation a better media 
event. 

According to a source close to Kertman, 
he had mentioned several times that the 
selection committee had to make sure that 
they only chose from ‘select’ groups. 

Kertman, however, denies these claims . 
“I can tell you emphatically that this is not 
true,” said Kertman. "It is interesting that 
anyone would make that claim, at this 
time, almost six months after the fact.” 

Southard, a cheerleader who graduated 
with honors from Canyon High School and 
is majoring in English at RSC, received a 
plaque and a poster sized identification 
card at the press conference.

CAD/CAM program head receives 
recognition at board meeting

RSC faculty member, J. David Alpert, received two honors from the local engineer- 
ing community at the March 8 RSC board meeting. 

Alpert heads the Computer Aided Design and Manufacturing program at RSC. In the 
program students design parts directly on a computer which relays the design to a plotter 
that produces their creation. % 

The CAD/CAM laboratory has 35 PC/AT computers in use and runs high resolution 
color graphics. CAD/CAM is using Versa Cad two- dimensional and Computer Vision 
three-dimensional software. Alpert,36, has been at RSC five years. He came to RSC 
from Smith Tool in Irvine in February of 1983 on a six-month contract. 

“Davidis the whole reason we have a CAD/CAM program," said Jason Howe, assistant 
dean of science and technology. 

The first award was presented to Alpert on Feb.19 by the Institute for the Advance- 
ment of Engineering which appointed him to the grade of" fellow" because he improved 
the image of the engineering profession. 

Alpert received the Engineering ’88 Merit Award from the San Fernando Valley En- 
gineers Council on Feb. 27, for his outstanding contributions to the industry, education, 
government and the engineering community. 7 

According to Harlan Russ, president of the SFVEC, the organization represents over 
25 professional societies with a membership of over 40,000 engineers and scientists. 

Of the CAD/CAM program at RSC Alpert said,” The four-year schools teach you why; 
the technical/trade schools teach you how. Community college gives you the technical 
ability of how, and the theoretical knowledge of why.” 

The awards ceremonies were held as part of the National Engineers’ week, Feb.21 
through 27. The theme for National Engineers’ week was :“Engineers, turning ideas into 
reality,” which ,according to the organization ,is what “Alpert is all about.” 


Motorcyclists discover a'lot' of free parking 


Riders to be ticketed for parking in marked car stalls, no longer required to buy stickers

RSC has begun work to alleviate some of 
the parking problems that have concemed 
motorcycle commuters, according to 
Robert Partrige, head of campus security. 

In the past, motorcyclists were allowed 
to purchase parking stickers enabling 
them to park in any of the stalls open to 
automobiles, in addition to the areas des- 
ignated for free motorcycle parking. 

However, according to campus security, 
students and staff were not purchasing the 
stickers because the designated motor- 
cycle spaces were provided free. 

The recent re-surfacing of the lots has 
generated several changes in parking pro- 
cedures and enforcement by the institu- 
tion, according to Partrige. 

“The option to buy a sticker for your 
motorcycle has been denied to anyone 


wishing to purchase one since motorcycle 
parking is provided free in the striped 
areas, "said Partrige. 

Another change is the addition of motor- 
cycle parking in lot four, located at the 
north end of the Santa Ana campus. 

Although lot four is a staff parking lot, 
student motorcycles will be allowed to 
park there without being ticketed. Staff 
members will also be allowed access to any 
of the student designated parking areas. 
Any motorcycles parked in the stalls re- 
served for cars will be ticketed. 

Security officers are available to aid 
students with motorcycle parking con- 
cers. 

“We have 3600 stalls and none have ever 
been 100 percent full at any one time,” 
Partridge said. “If anyone finds that they 


have an unreasonable parking problem , _ 


they can just look me up and Ill be glad to 
come and see what the problem is and how 
it can be remidied."

Faster than monsters, more powerful 
than Mr. Death himself, able to leap tall 
buildings with the aid of his Nuclear-pow- 
ered pogo stick, the Flaming Carrot has 
been gaining popularity peice by peice as 
more people discover him. 

In the last few months, comic books that 
are more “mature” and “adult” have been 
gaining recognition with the print media. 

Books such as “The Dark Knight” by 
Frank Miller and “Watchmen” by Alan 
Moore are getting all the credit for this 
upward shift of the intelligence scale in 
comics. 

I’m not saying they don’t deserve a lot of 
credit, they do. Both stories are excellent 
and worthy of praise. [just want to point out 
one of the more different, off-beat, less- 
heard-of, “mature” comics. 

The Flaming Carrot appears in his own 
book, appropriately titled “Flaming Carrot 
Comics." He is perhaps the most adult hero 
around. 


The stories contain some of the wittiest 
and zany humor in today’s comics. The art 
isn’t comparable to Van Gogh, Frank 
Frazetta or Dave Stevens, but it fits the 
stories better than a square peg in a round 
hole. 

Bob Burden, the writer, creator and art- 
ist, is definitely a student of the Salvador 
Dali approach to artistic release. 

Flaming Carrot Comics is about a normal 
guy who, after reading 5,000 comic books 
ina single sitting to win a bet, suffers brain 
damage and appears only as the Flaming 
Carrot after that. 

He looks like a normal man, except for 
his huge carrot head with a flame on top. 

Since his transformation, the Flaming 
Carrot formed anew outlook on life: “From 
high atop the battered ramparts of truth and 
freedom... he takes arms against the 
wicked teeming minions of infamy, repro- 
bation, crime, subversion and wanton in- 
continence.” 

Carrot’s job is to take care of those things 
that go bump in the night, such as Zombies 
and killer Nazi-boots, while having time to 


stop at the bar and pick up chicks with his 
friend, Mr. Pinky. 

Some of the nastier villains Carrot fought 
were the Artless Dodger, the Molar, the 
Buzzard Men and the Puppet Monster 
Man. 

The latest two issues of Flaming Carrot 
Comics, number 16 and 17, team Carrot to- 
gether with his super hero group, the 
Mystery Men. 

The group includes such heroes as the 
Shoveler, Red Rover, Mr. Furious, 
Jumpin’ Jehoshaphat, Bondo-man and 
more. With them in tow, Flaming Carrot 
fights all opposed to law and order, eventu- 
ally winning the day and restoring things to 
normal. Or at least as close to normal as he 
ever gets. 

Carrot’s special weapon’s include Stink 
Bombs, a pair of .45 caliber pistols, his 
pogo stick and various different items that 
can be found in his special utility belt. 


Another popular aspect about Flaming 
Carrot Comics is its collectability. The 
Summer Special that soldin 198 1 for $1.95 


is now worth about $75. The first issue of 
the regular series is listed in the Overstreet 
Comic Price Guide, the ‘blue book’ for 
comics, at $35, with number two listing at 
$22. 

The collector who bought into Flaming 
Carrot early stands to make a good profit in 
the comic market. Those who haven’ t tried 
Flaming Carrot Comics, yet want to, 
should contact their local comic book shop 
and find out when they have sales. Some 
stores have periodic 50 percent off sales 
and the Carrot could be bought at a good 
price. 


Created by Bob Burden, who I’m told is 
just about as wacky as the carrot-man 
himself, Flaming Carrot Comics number 
18 will be released in the near future from 
their new publisher Dark Horse Comics. 

[highly recommend this comic to every- 
one. With a character such as Flaming 
Carrot who utters such incredible exclama- 
tions as “Ut!” and “Zoot!” how can anyone 
go wrong. Besides, it’s not just a comic, it ’s 
an adventure. 


Looking at music, the digital way 


Digital Audio & Compact 
Disc Review brings solid, 
easy to read reporting on 
such subjects as CDs 
and digital audio tape to a 
public hungry for high- 
tech info, but lacks 
accuracy in reviews to be 
a top-notch magazine

Digital Audio's main purpose since its inception a few 
years ago has been to explain digital audio in all of its 
forms, reviewing everything from discs to hardware to 
retail outlets. And its been a job mostly well done. 

Digital Audio’s, which is subtitled Compact Disc Re- 
view, main focus appears to be to limited to support its 
once amonth format. As little as two years ago that must 
have been the case. 

But the digital boom over the last few years has opened 
up a field as large as music itself, especially as record 
companies see the huge profit potential of releasing their 
entire catalogs on CD. 


One of the main attractions of the magazine is their 
down-to-basics approach to reviewing. They keep far 
away from the “it may not be great, but, boy, it sure is neat- 
oh” approach to reviews. They aren’t afraid to call them as 
they see them, especially when it comes to a waste of 
money. 

The magazine’s reviews, while not going into the artistic 
depth of a Rolling Stone, do cover how the CD sounds as 
far as digital music goes. Accompanying each review is 
their gauge, ranking each album from one to 10 in sound 
quality/clarity and musical performance. 

Another thing the magazine does that makes it a more 
valuable tool for the CD enthusiast is the range of music 
it covers. It does not just specialize inrock or classical, like 
other magazines. It covers all extremes, from jazz to show 
tunes, pop to new age. 

Another interesting aspect is their guest “editorials,” 
though after reading a few it’s still hard to decide whether 
they add anything or not. Still, it’s interesting to read what 
someone from another magazine, or at least with an 
alternate viewpoint, thinks about different aspects of the 
digital music industry. 

The technical reviews, while covering all the bases, do 
not make the reader feel like it has been printed in a foreign 
language. Digital Audio, though giving technical facts, 
takes time to translate the information into working mate- 
rial the laymen can understand. 

Normally when talking about hardware, most maga- 
zines have a tendency to cover only what a rocket scientist 
would use. Digital Audio keeps it simple, telling whether 
it will hook up to anormal system, what special equipment 
it will need and just how good it really performs under 
normal use. 

They also feature articles on where to find things, how 


they’re selling, and what the law has to say about them. A 
running feature in Digital Audio, and most stereo maga- 
zines, has been over the buming controversy on Digital 
Audio Tape. Digital Audio has been keeping track of the 
DAT wars since the beginning and have sworn to follow 
it until its over. 

The DAT story gives a good example on how Digital 
Audio follows astory, in this case anew product. First were 
the articles telling what DAT was. Next came the expla- 
nations on how it worked, broken down so the man on the 
street could understand it. 

After that came the problems of the music industry 
trying to ban it, the Congress trying to regulate it and other 
periodicals trying to cover it. Digital Audio was one of the 
few magazines with the proper perspective. While other 
magazines were acting like DAT was an alien, Digital 
Audio looked at from the midst of a CD revolution. 

One of the major drawbacks of the magazine is the lack 
of knowledge by the reviewers. I have no doubt they may 
be experts in the field of CD, and they have the knack of 
being able to translate it, but they don’t seem to know much 
in the way of musical history. It is not uncommon to see a 
performer’s name misspelled, or the wrong name of an 
album. 

Sometimes they put the name of an album, the correct 
name, with someone who didn’t record it. If this could be 
corrected Digital Audio would be off an running, giving 
Rolling Stone a run for its money in the pure music 
category, though RS is still the overall champion. 

But if you’re a person with a CD library, or at least 
hoping to build one, then Digital Audio bares at least 
looking into. It is about the only magazine that, after 
making a pretense of covering the digital scene, actually 
backs it up with content.
